Grade Crossing 


Accidents Show 


Increase in 1928 


There were 2179 grade crossing ac- 


cidents in California during 1928, ac- 
cording to a report compiled by the 
railroad commission. This was an in- 
crease of nearly 25 per cent over 
1927, when there were 1740 acci- 
dents, and a still greater increase 
over 1926, when there were 1217 ac 
cidents. 


The number killed in grade cross- 


ing accidents in 1928 was 165, as 
against 194 in 1927, and 139 in 1926 
The injured numbered 732 in 1928 
as against 763 in 1927, and 629 in 
1926. It is apparent, therefore, that 
while there were more accidents in 
1928 than in 1927, the death rate 
and the number of injured was less 
than in the previous year.

Uncertain Tomorrows— 


Much of the undoubted unrest and indecision in the world, 


and especially in the United States, is due to the rapidity 
with which conditions are changing. What is new and de- 
sirable today is obsolete and discredited tomorrow. Styles 
in dress have changed in all eras, but the style of living used 
to possess a certain amount of solidity and permanence, 
which it possesses no longer. Artemus Ward once remarked: 


"Yes, my boy, you can learn something new every day. 


And tomorrow you'll discover that it ain't so." 


Houses built ten years ago may now be out of style. The 


householder can't buy a labor-saving appliance with any as- 
surance that there will be much exchange value in it by the 
time it is paid for. The whole gamut of endeavor in radioland 
is changing every day as swiftly as tropical storms succeed 
each other. The automobile industry is learning that the 
forcible creation of obsolescence is an unsound policy, and 
therefore the models are not changing appreciably from year 
to year in the best makes. It is most certainly discouraging 
to buy some expensive article with a supposed term of years 
of wear in it, and find that it is out-of-date and subject to 
disparaging remarks at the end of the first year. One might 
say that the comments of others means nothing, but what's 
the use of ignoring an obvious fact ? The pressure to sell new 
goods creates dissatisfaction, until the people of the whole 
country are engaged in contemplating the newest things, 
and scheming to bring about trade-ins. 


Mags production has brot about an initial saving in a host 


of articles, practical" and otherwise. But mass production 
must be fed constantly or Jt falls of its own huge weight. 
The factories must be kept as near to capacity as possible, 
or profits will fail to materialize, and labor will be out of 
work. That necessitates intensive sales programs, high pres- 
sure systems, and means inevitably that the article made 
last year must be forced out of use to make room for the 
product of this year. In this respect, all of the saving to the 
consumer of mass production is destroyed thru obsolescence. 


Years ago the railroad companies were severely criticized 


because it was alleged that they bot up and hid the invention 
of the Westinghouse airbrake, some say, for, tjjvgnty years, 
~u»IJi-*i»-<^flmg«'3tw;fc in UBe fiasfbeen" worn out and the 
change could be made without a loss to the corporations. 
A good thing discovered should be put to immediate use, it 
was argued. But there is another side to the question. Some- 
body must pay for the property that is junked, and that 
somebody is always Mr. Ultimate Consumer. 


This rapid-transit travel of Old Man Obsolescence is one 


of the reasons, probably the principal reason, why everybody 
in this country is rated as having a certain amount of pros- 
perity and very few really possess it. One pessimist said: 
"Everybody's talking about prosperity and nobody's got it." 
The old negro campmeeting song declares: 


"Everybody talking 'bout Heaven ain't goin' there." 
One does not wish to be a mossback, and indeed, it would 


be hard to be one in these days. Everyone is carried along 
on the hysterical wave of new inventions that overlap and 
overrun each ether. Our civilization, so far as attitude of 
mind is concerned, is akin to that which the apostle Paul 
found among the Greeks, wherein they were eager to hear 
his story of the New Salvation, and listened to him vdth keen 
attention, but the next day were pursuing another teacher, 
or another philosophy. 


The good old days are not in reality good old days, but 


merely memories that have cast out the undesirable and re- 
tained the beautiful. But', nevertheless, those days in what is 
known as "the pleasant forties," for example—they enjoyed 
the tools that they made, and the tools were made for a 
lifetime, or for long periods of usefulness, and they took 
pride in the length of time that an article could be employed 
usefully. Obsolescence did not lie around the corner in wait- 
ing to destroy pride in possession, and to cast ridicule upon 
performance. 


In these days there is only one thing to do, and that is to 


keep going along with the rapidly-moving and rapidly- 
changing procession, with this motto marching on before: 


"We don't know where we're going, but we're on our way"

California Cultivator: If the Florida infestation of Med- 


iterranean fruit fly is not quickly eradicated it will not be 
due to any failure on the part of the nation to realize the 
seriousness of the situation. 


Fruit and vegetable interests from every corner of the 


United States arc keenly alive to the importance of stamp- 
ing out this pest before it spreads to other fruit growing 
areas. This concern was manifested by the large attendance 
at the public hearing at Washington on April 22, at which 
time representatives of important associations of fruit and 
vegetable growers of the United States were present, together 
with members of congress representing many of the states 
interested in fruit and vegetable production. Many leading 
producers and representatives of transportation companies of 
the southestern United States were also present. Expressions 
of concern and requests that the utmost be done by state 
and federal agencies to stamp out this pest were received 
also by telegram and letter from other states interested 


With the appropriation of $4,250,000 by the federal gov- 


ernment, together with an emergency transfer of $40 000 by 
Secretary Hyde from department of agriculture funds, a 
$50,000 emergency fund released by the state of Florida and 
a probable further appropriation by that state totaling 
$1,000,000, the battle is on in earnest and federal and state 
officials are putting up the fight of their lives to not only 
effectively block any further spread of the pest, but also to 
stamp it out at the earliest possible moment.
